This past August 2012 marks my fortieth measured year in ‘organized numismatics’, for on 
August 7, 1972, as a twenty-three (23) old college student, I joined my first coin club, my first venture 
into and with ‘organized numismatics’, the Vallejo Numismatic Society. Added to this NCNA HEADS 
AND TALES issue is a reflection of that initial step, crossing the threshold, into our ‘world of money’. 


Thought is given about these four decades since my initial youthful venture, and remembering 
also over the thirty plus (30+) years of NCNA HEADS AND TALES, Your Editor has expounded much, 
and at times, ‘passed more gas than fact’. LOL! 


But if there is one singular lesson from these two scores, it can be taken from an experience and 
chance short reading a few years back.

The July 24, 2012 program was titled ‘Coins With Stories’, including 
the little-known Cuban ABC Pesos, the 1928 Irish Free State initial proof coinage, and an award silver 
tray to the Mark Hopkins Hotel in San Francisco, California from 1973. Earlier, at the May 22, 2012 
meeting, ROBERT E. LUNA, traveled from his North Bay home, spoke on ‘The Many Horns and Legs of 
the Buffalo Nickel’. BOB has developed this PowerPoint program and presented before the neighboring 
Diablo Numismatic Society and Fairfield Coin Club. 


LIBERTY NUMISMATIC SOCIETY Heard PARKER VOGT from Camino Coins at its June 
20, 2012 meeting detailed “his interest in collecting Morgan and Peace Dollars. He mentioned how great 
the timing is to fill our albums with all but a couple of scare dates by looking through bags of Dollars that 
are readily available from most coin dealers. Even some CC Mint Dollars can be found at bullion prices! 
He also mentioned his specialty of collecting the many die varieties, aka ‘VAMS’, as thoroughly covered 
by the definitive book, GUIDE TO MORGAN AND PEACE DOLLARS by Van Allen and Mallis,” a 
well given presentation with lots of energy and, enthusiasm. The July 18, 2012 meeting had another local 
coin, dealer present, JOE WARGO, on ‘The Changing Hobby’: “we enjoyed a very interesting 
preséntation by JOE WARGO in which we were all able talk about how and why we collect coins and 
other items.”

The ebay sales have been so successful for the 
LNS that it has earned ebay’s Top Seller and Bronze Power Seller levels! Wow! All the credit for this 
goes to current LNS President and Editor BILL HURJA. 


PACIFIC COAST NUMISMATIC SOCIETY Held its Annual Banquet last June 30, 
2012 at the well-known Golden Mirror Restaurant: “President STEPHEN M. HUSTON presented Silver 
Anniversary Membership Medals to RICK WEBSTER and HERBERT MILES. DANIEL HIPPLE 
announced the Society’s Annual Papers Contest winners: ‘WILLIAM HYDER, ‘California Trail Riders 
Pictorial Tokens’, First Place, MARK BENVENUTO, ‘The Maria Theresa Thaler: The Ultimate One- 
year Type Set’, Second Place, and JERRY SHIMMEL, ‘San Francisco Through Its Exonumia: The U.S.

These will also misrepresent the 
marketplace because the author’s purpose will likely not coincide with a pure market.” Good Insight. 


PENINSULA COIN CLUB The most recent annual PCC club medal issue has been minted 
with a final silver mintage of only forty-two (42). An earlier report has forty-one. The PCC continues 
each Summer to meet, complimentarily, at the Palo Alto, California Red Cross, thanks to PCC Member 
TOM CASCONE. The big push for PCC is its November 4, 2012 Coin Show, and Bourse Forms are now 
available from FRED G. van den HAAK at ‘PO Box 60484, Palo Alto, California, 94306-0484 ’. 


REDWOOD EMPIRE COIN CLUB LEE H. GONG, a recognized national numismatic 
authority and the RECC’s resident Youth Numismatic Coordinator, compiled a listing of ‘Ten 
Commandments for Coin Collecting’, as applies to young hobbyists but all hobbyists: 


One: Before You Buy The Coin, Buy The Book 

Two: Never Clean A Coin. 

Three: Handle/Hold Coins By The Edges. 

Four: Store Coins Properly In A Secured Place. 

Five: Establish A Budget and Buy Only Coins That You Can Afford. 

Six: Establish and Adhere To A Prioritized ‘Want List’. 

Seven: Do Not Talk, nor Drink and Eat, Over Coins. 

Eight: Be Very Careful Removing Coins From 2x2 Holders To Avoid Scratching. 
Nine: Own and Use A Good Loupe, To Inspect Coins Under Magnification, and 
Ten: Always Be Courteous To Coin Dealers, as well as Other Hobbyists. 


These ‘ten commandments’ were published in the latest RECC newsletter, and with some modifications, 
reprinted here for the edification of NCNA HEADS AND TALES readers. 


RENO COIN CLUB Heard KEN HOPPLE talk on the history of Press #1, the 1876 one, that 
is still operational inside the Nevada State Museum in downtown Carson City, Nevada. Looking ahead, 
2014 is the Club’s Thirtieth (30") Anniversary as well as Nevada’s Sesquicentennial. The latest RENO 
CARTWHEEL, August 2012, reported that PCGS, the Professional Coin Grading Service, “culled some 
five thousand five hundred (5500) coins this year that had been submitted for grading” due to the Chinese 
counterfeits, which are “getting better in quality, and fooling many experts.”

THE HANDSHAKE 


In any person’s life and times, there are defining moments and predicating events that forever or 
fore sure ordain the future. 


For us gather here this morning, and remembering back to the required readings in English 
Literature of the great novels by Thomas Hardy, as his Tess of the D’Urbervilles and The Mayor of 
Casterbridge, we might recollect that Hardy’s lesson, in many of his great works, was how one single 
event, one simple act, or even one day could forever wrought what had been thought. 


My story----and it is only a short story----this morning is to share that lesson, which we might 
have long ago forgotten as our life, careers, and families place upon us far more demands and duties than 
reading an achievement of English Literature. My story is personal, and like Hardy it is intended to give a 
lesson, abet maybe a lesson only I might comprehend. But, Do Listen. 


To begin, take yourselves back over thirty years, back to the Summer of 1972, and think what age 
you were or were you lived or worked or simply where. For me, I was completing my Junior year at San 
Francisco State University, my alma mater, and working, as some of you might have, for the local parks 
and recreation, and in Vallejo, California, then as today, it was called the Greater Vallejo Recreation 
District, GVRD, for short. At the time, my job----and it was not really a job, as most of us who once 
worked parks and recreation could honestly swear----was at Children’s’ Wonderland, a small park for the 
young kids, where I was called ‘Mr. Mike’ and even then wore my mandatory shorts. As for being named 
‘Mr. Mike’, let me save that story for the bar and a drink later today. 


Having had an interest in numismatics----or as I prefer nowadays in my writing and talks to 
address our lofty ‘world of money’, the ‘coin hobby’----something came to me, and it was not from 
reading any coin hobby literature, for I did not subscribe at the time to any or from membership in the 
national American Numismatic Association (ANA) because it would ten more years before joining it 
while not joining our Canadian Numismatic Association (CNA) until 1986; rather, it was simply intuitive, 
and my mind told me: “Michael, you have to join a local coin club”. Yes, folks, a little voice spoke to me 
about the most basic of coin hobby enhancements: joining and belonging to a local coin club. 


For me, that would mean the Vallejo Numismatic Society. I had heard and even attended a 
meeting a few years back with a college friend and his girlfriend, attending just briefly. My friend would 
go on to marry his only girlfriend and never continue in our coin hobby. Is there a hidden message with 
that saga? Hum? We can save that for another drink at the bar later today. 


But, back to my story. It was Summer 1972, and nothing particularly was happening, save that 
Richard M. Nixon was on his way to a triumphant reelection, and I working the Summer at Children’s 
Wonderland. But, the call to join a coin club kept at me, and knowing that the Vallejo Numismatic 
Society gather on the First Wednesday evening, I resolved, swore, and pledged to attend and to ask about 
joining. Declaration From The Heart. 


But something interfered, maybe just laziness or the great Summer weather, and it was now 
August 1972, specifically, August 7, 1972, and it was ‘do or die’, since with September, my body and 


mind would return to my beloved San Francisco State University. 


I told my Mother that evening that I was going to the coin club in town, for at that point in my life 
I told my Mother everything, or most everything. Many of you can remember that youthful point in your 


lives too. 
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Knowing that the coin club met at the Veterans Memorial Building and driving my then already 
old brown 1966 Chevy II Nova, and wearing my red wind breaker from Children’s Wonderland and 
wearing Levi's. Yes, | was wearing pants, and it might have been the last time in my life that I wore full- 
length pants. But, that is another story for the bar and a third drink. 


The Veterans Memorial Building was an imposing structure, solidly made, rising to four stories, 
over Vallejo’s designated City Park. In the United States, as in Canada, in the 1920s and 1930s, the 
American Doughboys returning home from what they called The Great War erected these buildings in the 
communities across The States. These all had common characteristics: meeting and fraternal rooms, a 
place for dinners and parties, and a bar, which later would be a regular stop after the Vallejo Numismatic 
Society’s First Wednesday evening meetings. But, I am getting ahead of myself; this separate story can 
wait for the fourth drink at the bar later today. 


For all my presence and confidence today, back then I was simply scared, scared, for I had never 
joined anything save the Sierra Club, and that was by mail. How would I be received? A college kid in 
the early 1970s was not someone popular, remembering the campus unrest of the 1960s. There would be 
no one whom I would know. I went alone, and I was scared. 


But having resolved to ‘cross the Rubicon’, I walked up the steps into the once majestic Veteran’s 
Memorial Building, and turned into the bar, asking for directions for the coin club. The bartender kindly 
directed me down the stairs into what was called the Dinning Areas. I had done this to build confidence, 
since | already knew in what room the coin club met. 


The sense and sensation walking down the stairs still is felt thirty-three years later: the noise, the 
vitality, the activity, and the intensity all still come to me. I could hear it. I could feel it, and when I 
stepped down and turned the last step into what was called the ‘Large Dinning Area’, I saw it. 


The room will fill, and everyone seemed to be talking or going about. It was alive. 

Now, we come to that defining moment, or for at least me. 

Across from where | stopped, there was a head table and an older gentlemen, a person whose age 
now: is my age, and my eyes caught him. He was busy, with papers spread before him and writing or 


scribbling something, separate from all the commotion. Something told me to go to him, which I did in a 
straight beeline. 


Having rehearsed my introduction, | walked up, stopped, and said, “Sir, may I ask you about 
asking to join the coin club?”. Listen, I said “May I ask if I can ask”, being so nervous. 


He stopped. He stood-up. He smiled and looked at me straight. He grasped my hand. He shook 
my hand, and without a pause, said ‘Welcome, we would love you to join. Yeah, Pete----referring to Pete 
Petersen, who was the coin club’s President then----we have a new member here”. Mr. Petersen 


immediately walked over and shook my hand, extending his equal welcome. 


All within a few quick seconds, a handshake, a warm welcome, and friendliness confirmed my 
membership. 


A few mandatory actions followed: the Membership Application Card and $3.00 dues. 
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Nw 


: straight, and had not shook my hand. Think About It. 


Merrill Keaton, who was the gentleman and at the time the beloved Secretary, or as he preferred 
‘Scribe’, could have dismissed my inquiry with “I am busy” or “Come back in a few minutes” or “Do you 
have some ID?” or “How did you hear about our club?” or “Give me a few minutes” or “Do you know 
anyone here” or any other perfunctory questions or excuses; but, he did not: he chose to stand, to face me, 
to welcome me, to smile at me, and to shake my hand. 


If any defining moment can be identified that has brought me to this very place, this very 
Saturday morning here in Calgary, Alberta, Canada, it has to be Merrill Keaton’s ‘Handshake’. 
Everything since and everything yet to be in my coin hobby is and can be traced to that few seconds back 
on August 7, 1972 in the basement Large Dining Area at the Veteran’s Memorial Building, in Vallejo, 
California. Everything Since and Everything Yet To Be. 


Merrill Keaton would serve a few more years and then retired. By chance a few years ago, we 
crossed paths while doing my daily jogging and exchanged a few pleasantries. 


Pete Petersen would serve also a few more years and then take his retirement from Sears, which 
you have here in Canada, to where all Americans retire, Arkansas. 


The Veteran’s Memorial Building is now a sorry, sad, and shuttered empty shell of its once 
greatness and grandeur. 


But, I am here, and here to share this ‘Handshake’ with you. 


Yes, this story was personal and rambling. But, think about it: what would have been the my 
reaction or response, if Mr. Keaton had not stopped, had not stood-up, had not smiled, had not looked me

Candidly, this ‘Handshake’ was not important in the great plan of life and times, and it was not 
that important for much that has happened to me since and yet to be. However, a kind gesture by someone 
now long disappeared welcomed me, beckon me, and enticed me into this hobby, this ‘world of money’, 
which has been, is, and shall always be so much of my life and times. 


Closing, maybe there was no lesson here----only a rambling to cost me to four drinks at the bar 
later today----but if Mr. Keaton had not shook my hand, would I be here today? Think about that the next 


time a stranger, a complete unknown, walks through the meeting room door into your local coin club.

COIN COLLECTING 
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MPC: A NUMBERS GAME 


baat Certificates by Fred Schwan | was delighted by one number 
and intrigued by another. The former was the fact that my favorite series 
of MPC to collect, that being series 681, was ordered in 1968 the same year | 
was born. The latter was in regards to what the serial number could tell you in 
conjunction with the position number about any MPC note you have in your 
collection. 


1" hen | received my copy of the Comprehensive Catalog of Military 


In reading the book | discovered that the first two digits of the three digit series 
number tells you the year an issue was ordered. The third digit represents the 
series order that year. So again using my favorite series 681 it breaks down as 
follows: 1968 series order 1. It does seem there are exceptions to the rule and 
maybe | missed the explanation in my first reading. The example | actually own 
is the second printing of the series 681 twenty dollar note since it was ordered in 
1969. So should this note not be series 691, but wait there is a series 691 and it 
was ordered in 1967. As you can probably guess if you have not read the book 
that my example is not the only exception. Also | am not here to dispute the 
system again | like it, if for anything 681 being 1968. 


‘What c can VAST Bit determine, aboutth this Well. worn note? 
Answer on the Last Page 


The other item was not so easy to fathom but piqued my interest. It was the idea 
that every sheet position consisted of 8000 notes. Just that little bit of 
information had me breaking out my calculator to see how it fit with the notes that 
| already had. Much to my dismay though it only seemed to work for two of my 
notes. The two notes that worked were $0.05 notes position 53 and 57 
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respectively, but | hac with a position number 59 with a serial number 627,628 
less than position 53. | thought am | missing something? 


| kept reading though | glossed over one very important item the unit number. 
This did not hit home until | had the opportunity to take the Military Numismatics 
Since 1930 class put on by both Fred Schwan and Joe Boling held during 
session || of the summer seminars at the ANA in Colorado Springs. It was during 
one of the lectures that unit number finally had a meaning and now | could put 
the pieces together. 


| already knew for each position there were 8000 notes, but what | was missing 
was that there are 8000 sheets to a unit which means for factional notes 672,000 
notes per unit. So using fractional notes for our hypothetical example there are 
84 positions starting with serial number 00000001 for position 1 and then the last 
note will be position 84 with a serial number of 00672000. Of course | am 
omitting the block prefix and suffix for this discussion, though if you like series 
681 like | do just mentally add a C on the front and for the rear hey that is 
optional since leaving it off just makes the serial number that much more special. 
Again | digress since block letters are not what is important here. The real key is 
that unit 2 will start with 00672001 for position 1 and continue on for another 
672,000 notes and so on and so forth with each consecutive unit. 


So that is how | could have a note.with a position number 59 having a serial 
number less than a note with a position number of 53. It was because they were 
from different units. As for the two notes that did work well they were both from 
the same unit so their spread was just the difference between the position 
numbers factored by 8000. As Fred would say repeatedly during our session 
“How cool is that!” 


If this is not enough you can take it one step further with this information you now 
have and determine what sheet within its unit your note came from. It is not a 
lengthy calculation but here is an example using my $0.05 note position 59 serial 
number C07860023C: 


07860023/672000 = 11.69 

11*672000=7392000 

(59-1)*8000=464000 

07860023-(7392000+464000) = 4023 or better yet Sheet 4,023 


So now from the serial number | can know what unit my note came from and 
even narrow it down to the sheet it came from. Of course not being one to let 
sleeping dogs lie | knew there had to be a way to have Microsoft Excel do this for 
me and even determine when to use 560,000 in lieu of 672,000 based upon 
denomination. Yes there are different numbers used since even though there 
are still only 8000 sheets there are only 70 positions for $1.00 notes and even 


less for notes above $1.00. So instead of pulling out the book every time and 
punching keys on a calculator Excel seemed the way to go. 


To be honest it was not as difficult as you could imagine though | did take some 


time to streamline the sequence to the point | felt it was good enough to share. | 
set up seven columns with the following headings:

Cells A2 through D2 are simple fill in the blanks though A2 through C2 are 
important in providing the information needed to determine both the unit and 
sheet. G2 is simply a calculation used in completing the formula for F2. So fora 
point of reference | will fill in the table based upon the note | used above.

The following is the formula inserted into cell E2: 


=ROUNDUP(IF(A3<1,(MID(C3,2,8))/672000,IF(A3=1,(MID(C3,2,8))/560000,IF(A 
3>1,(MID(C3,2,8))/400000))),0) 


To break it down | am asking the program to determine if the denomination is 
either less than a dollar, equal to a dollar, or more than a dollar. Once that has 
been determined then the command MID pulls the eight digits out excluding the 
block position which when completed would return a number like 11.69 for my 
example. So to get 12 | ask the program to round the number up. 


The following is the formula inserted into cell F2: 
=(MID(C3,2,8))-(((B3-1)*8000)+G2) 

This cell is basically performing the last equation taking the serial number less 
the sum of position number factored by 8000 plus the total units factored by the 
number of notes within the unit. 


This leaves cell G2 which does the following: 


=IF(A3<1,(E3-1)*672000, IF(A3=1 ,(E3-1)*560000,IF(A3>1,(E3-1)*400000))) 
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This calculation is only relevant to completing the formula. It is basically again 
evaluating the denomination to determine the number of notes based upon the 
unit number less 1 unit. Which when you put it ali together would look something 
like this.

Unfortunately this is the way it would look, Word tables do not seem to be able to 
handle or possibly understand the commands | shown above for Excel. At this 
point | am feeling pretty comfortable with the serial number game and hopefully 
you find the whole thing as intriguing as | did. Though it does beg one question 
now that | can determine the sheet and unit number what should | do with this 
information. | think at this time | better 
stop before | start hearing that all too 
familiar theme music and Rod Serling 
starts his introduction.

2. It is a replacement note, notice the lack of two block letters in the serial 
number. 

It is position number 15. 

Based upon the serial number being less than 672,000 it is from Unit 1. 
Lastly it is from sheet 1,269, of course if you do not have excel here is 
the breakdown:
